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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  FOR  1963 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  that  the  Public  Library 
is  showing  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
loaned  and  visitors  using  our  facilities  during  the  past 
year.  The  number  of  books  loaned  and  visitors  was  more 
than  doubled  as  statistics  will  indicate. 

vVe  applied  for  and  received  a  State  Aid  Grant  for 
$175.00  which  enabled  us  to  purchase  through  the  State 
Library  $225.00  worth  of  non-fiction  reference  material 
for  junior  and  senior  high  school  students. 

Sandown  Parent-Teachers  Group  purchased  for  the 
Library  a  new  Compton's  pictured  Encyclopedia  which 
was  the  start  necessary  to  apply  for  aid  to  complete  the 
project. 

A  Friends  of  the  Library  Group  was  formed  in 
August  and  there  are  sixteen  Charter  members.  The 
Friends  assisted  the  Librarian  with  weeding  and  are 
serving  as  Volunteer  Librarians  when  Central  School 
children  use  the  Library  every  two  weeks  during  school 
hours. 

Another  service  being  performed  by  Friends  in- 
cludes assisting  with  Cataloging  and  marking  books. 
Fifty  hours  has  been  given  thus  far  on  the  cataloging  pro- 
ject. Upon  completion  each  book  in  the  collection  will  be 
cataloged  and  classified  by  the  Dewey  Decimal  System. 
It  will  take  about  a  year  to  complete  the  work. 

Mrs.  Richard  Sanborn,  Bookmobile  Librarian,  has 
been  most  helpful  in  weeding  and  cataloging  assistance. 

A  Shut-in  service  was  started  this  year  and  is 
available  to  all  interested. 

An  increasing  number  of  students  are  using  our  li- 
brary for  reference  sources  and  doing  homework.  I  have 
borrowed  many  books  directly  from  the  State  Library  in 
Concord  for  those  requesting  material  not  in  our  col- 
lection. 
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I  hope  those  now  using  our  Library  will  continue  to 

do  so  and  cordially  invite  those  not  acquainted  with  the 
Library  facilities  and  services  to  visit  on  Tuesday  eve- 
nings and  make  use  of  our  Library.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Once  again,  it  is  a  privilege  for  me  to  submit  to 
you,  the  citizens  of  Sandown,  my  annual  report.  I  shall, 
however,  deviate  from  the  usual  elementary  school  re- 
port and  devote  most  of  my  attention  to  the  current  high 
school  problem,  especially  as  it  pertains  to  the  challenges 
presented  by  the  most  recent  developments  at  Sanborn 
Seminary.  Incidentally,  a  similar  report  is  being  pre- 
sented to  the  other  communities  in  our  Union  #14  who  are 
also  closely  involved  in  this  topic. 

Throughout  the  years,  considerable  time  and  en- 
ergy have  been  devoted  by  many  Sandown  individuals  to 
the  study  of  the  high  school  situation  and,  on  occasion, 
definite  recommendations  have  even  been  evolved.  How- 
ever, it  has  not  been  until  recently  that  any  semblance  of 
a  practical  and  sensible  solution  has  appeared  possible. 
A  solution  which,  for  the  first  time  ever,  would  provide 
each  Sandown  adult  an  opportunity  to  exercise  his  con- 
stitutional right  to  determine  the  type  of  high  school  or- 
ganization and  program  he  most  desires  for  his  children. 

On  July  22,  1963  the  Trustees  of  Sanborn  Semi- 
nary issued  a  formal  notification  that  Sanborn  Seminary 
could  no  longer  continue  to  operate  as  an  approved  public 
academy  accommodating  any  and  all  area  youth  without 
requiring  long-range  commitments  from  sending  school 
districts  which  would  make  possible  a  program  of  neces- 
sary expansion.  To  provide  this  assurance,  the  trustees 
requested  that  each  town  sign  an  exclusive  long-term  con- 
tract or  run  the  risk  of  having  only  a  percentage  of  its 
children  accepted  in  the  future.  Realizing  the  pitfalls  of 
long-term  contracts  and  the  absurdity  of  limited  accept- 
ance, the  trustees  offered  an  additional  proposal.  It  is 
this  final  proposal  which  can,  at  long  last,  afford  you  the 
once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  of  owning  and  operating 
your  own  high  school.   A  copy  of  this  proposal  follows: 

"ALTERNATIVE  1  SALE  OF  FACILITIES  TO  A  COOPER- 
ATIVE SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

The  Trustees  of  Sanborn  Seminary  will  sell  to  a 
Cooperative  School  District  all  real  property  of  Sanborn 
Seminary  and  building  contents  exclusive  of  Wiggin  Hall 
as  listed  in  attached  Addendum  for  the  sum  of  $100,000 
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subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

a.  The  Cooperative  School  District  shall  consist 
of  Kingston  and  four  (4)  or  more  other  towns 
that  have  been  sending  students  to  Sanborn. 
(Five  (5)  towns  are  required  to  be  eligible  for 
maximum  State  aid.) 

b.  The  "Sanborn"  name  shall  be  retained  in  some 
form. 

c.  All  existing  contracts  with  Administration, 
Faculty,  Clerical  Staff  and  Custodial  Person- 
nel -  which  are  binding  for  no  longer  than  one 
year  -  should  be  honored  if  feasible. 

d.  The  sale  includes  only  the  real  property  and 
the  building  contents  exclusive  of  Wiggin  Hall 
and  specifically  does  not  include  the  trust 
funds  under  the  administration  of  the  Trustees. 

e.  Income  from  the  trust  funds  -  amounting  cur- 
rently to  about  $6,500.00  annually  -  will  be 
disbursed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  benefit  of 
the  district  and  in  cooperation  with  the  Dis- 
trict School  Board. 

f.  Money  received  from  the  sale  over  and  above 
outstanding  indebtedness,  which  shall  be  re  - 
tired,  shall  remain  a  part  of  the  Trust  Funds 
and  be  administered  as  specified  in  (e)  above. 

g.  All  costs  of  sale  shall  be  borne  by  Sanborn 
Seminary. 

h.  All  necessary  legal  clearance  of  the  sale  shall 
be  obtained. 

i.  Agreement  of  sale  must  be  consummated  on  or 
before  April  1,  1964." 

On  August  26  and  September  19,  1963,  eight  sur- 
rounding towns  gathered  at  Special  School  District  Meet- 
ings and  elected  three  people  from  each  town  to  serve  on 
a  Cooperative  Planning  Board,  according  to  New  Hamp- 
shire School  Law  R.S.A.  195,  to  study  the  possibility  of 
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forming  a  Cooperative  School  District  utilizing  the  San- 
born Seminary  facilities  as  was  suggested  in  the  above 
Alternative  #1. 

The  first  organizational  meeting  of  this  group  was 
held  at  Bakie  School  in  Kingston  on  September  13,  1963. 
Since  that  time ,  the  group  has  met  twice  a  month,  without 
fail,  to  receive  and  to  take  action  upon  the  numerous  sub- 
committee reports — all  relating  to  an  improved  future 
high  school  situation. 

You  might  now  ask,  "What  role  should  I  assume 
as  a  voter  and  citizen?" 

First  and  foremost,  you  are  obligated  to  become 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  information  being  presented 
to  you  by  your  Co-op  Planning  Board  and,  more  specifi- 
cally, by  your  representatives  on  this  board. 

Secondly,  you  must  take  action.  In  taking  action, 
I  earnestly  urge  you  to  vote  to  form  a  Cooperative  School 
District,  which  would,  once  and  for  all,  give  you  complete 
control  of  your  entire  school  system.  To  summarize,  I 
quote  a  few  words  written  many  years  ago  by  an  unknown 
historian  as  he  made  reference  to  public  school  owner- 
ship: 

"The  common  school  in  the  United  States  was  in 
a  new  sense  the  people's  school.  It  was  an  institution.... 
controlled  by  themselves  and  in  their  own  interests.  It 
was  responsive  to  their  will  and  to  their  needs.  Poor  and 
inefficient  as  it  was  for  many  years  after  its  origin,  it 
was  theirs,  and  theirs  it  has  always  remained." 

I  want  to  again  commend  you  for  providing  such  a 
fine  facility  and  elementary  program  at  Sandown.  The 
full-time  employment  of  a  third  teacher  and  the  re -group- 
ing of  some  grades  have  been  a  great  improvement  in  the 
overall  program.  Mrs.  Thomes  now  teaches  Grades  1  and 
2.  Mrs.  Radford  supervises  Grades  3,  4  and  5.  Mr.  Brown 
continues  to  teach  Grades  6,  7,  and  8.  This  arrangement 
seems  to  be  the  best  possible  under  the  circumstances. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  a  sincere  thanks  to 
your  fine  school  board  who  are  making  my  second  year  as 
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your  superintendent  most  interesting  and,  I  hope,  beneficial 
to  Sandown.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board  Members,  and  Citi- 
zens of  Sandown: 

The  beginning  of  every  new  school  year  brings 
many  challenges  and  1963  was  no  exception. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  a  principal  and 
teachers  who  are  concerned  with  the  whole  well  being  of 
the  child.  His  emotional  as  well  as  his  physical  health  is 
an  important  part  of  the  curriculum  in  the  school  and 
good  health  habits  are  taught  in  each  classroom. 

The  excellent  hot  lunch  program  stresses  good 
nutrition  and  helps  to  show  by  good  examples  the  eating 
habits  that  are  being  taught  in  the  classrooms. 

The  Dental  Health  program  was  sponsored  by  the 
P.  T.  O.  and  through  their  generous  donations  and  efforts 
many  children  were  given  the  opportunity  to  have  work 
done  on  their  teeth  and  here  again  the  program  was  in- 
tegrated with  the  classroom  teachings  of  good  dental 
health. 

Sabin  Polio  vaccine  was  made  available  to  all  the 
students  and  this  will  be  stressed  every  year  in  order  to 
give  every  child  an  opportunity  to  receive  the  vaccine 
with  the  hope  that  Sandown  will  be  able  to  boast  of  100% 
immunization  of  its  children. 

Very  little  is  being  done  for  the  child  with  emo- 
tional problems  or  the  intellectually  retarded  child. 
When  this  problem  arises,  if  the  child  is  tested  and  found 
to  need  help  there  is  no  where  to  turn  but  to  private  treat- 
ment. This  of  course  is  expensive.  Many  times  far  above 
the  parents'  means.  Perhaps  someday  there  will  be  an 
answer  to  this  very  important  problem. 

The  annual  testing  of  eyes  and  ears  and  Patch 
tests  for  tuberculosis  were  done.  Heights  and  weights 
were  recorded  and  compared. 
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I  wish  to  thank  all  the  organizations  and  individuals 
who  helped  with  time  and  money  to  carry  out  the  many 
projects  that  were  planned  for  1963.  It  is  a  real  joy  to 
work  with  the  wonderful  children  and  citizens  of  Sandown.
